While in the old day s laborers had been 
indiv idu ally independent ihe gro w th of 
the factory sy stem had forced them to 
organize for the preserv ation of their 
rights and Interests.

During the recent woman's suffrage 
convention in this city one of the speak 
er« said that since the ballot had been 
accorded to the women of Manchester 
hngland, through measures inagurati d 
by the women of that city, not only 
had great public improvements been 
effected, but municipal ta x a tio n had 
been abolished. 
She did not make 
clear how this had been done; but the 
explanation comes indirectly from 
Glasgow paper, which sajs: 
On -January I, this year, the city of 
Glasgow, Scotland, 
inaugurated tin 
rule dispensing with the levy of taxes 
of any kind whatever upon its residents 
1 he city authorities have ascertained 
that from that date the entire expenses 
of the city for the future can he borne 
by the incomes which will be received 
from the public works owned by the 
city. 
Among the latter 
are water­ 
works, gas and electric light plants, 
street railroads, sewage farms and 
other institutions of less magnitude, all 
of which are paying large profits an­ 
nually to the city treasurer. 
In this is a suggestion w o rth y of con­ 
sideration by cities like our own. 
As 
a nation, not only are we foremost in 
inventive genius, but in many lines of 
material prosperity, and yet in some 
things we might profitably stop bragg. 
ing Ion* enough to take a lesson or tw o 
from Eastern civilization. 
Certainly 
in our municipal affairs, for the amount 
of benefit bestowed upon the people at 
large compared with the amount of 
money received from the pockets of the 
people, we might take some pointers 
from the cities already mentioned. 
1 hat e lr taxes are enormously high 
-taking our own cit\ as an example— 
is a fact »retty generally ‘onceded.and 
that it is not evenly distributed, but 
falls porportionally the most heavily 
upon the man in very moderate cir­ 
cumstances whose property consisting 
mainly of his homestead and

At the cement wo rk« o n the west 
sho re o f Hempstead harbo r (here is a 
smo kestack I 2iJ feet high and 3 feet in 
diameter which has lo ng needed paint­ 
ing, The manager tho ught the time had 
eo me to dispo se o f the jo b. 
Two o f the 
fo remen, the sho v el 
engineer and a 
yo uur carpenter set their wits to wo rk 
to co ntriv e a way o f getting a ro p e up 
thro ugh the pipe’s interio r and do wn o n 
the o utside so that an apparatus co uld 
be rigged to ho ist the painter. 
One o f the Italians suggested letting 
n pigeo n lo o se to fly up inside o f the 
stack, but this so lv ed o nly half the pro b­ 
lem. 
Ano ther wo rkman suggested a 
small ballo o n. 
The first o ne to fo rmu­ 
late what s( emed a feasible plan was the 
head fo reman, who fastened 10 feet o f 
small brass chain to a ro cket, and to 
that a co rd, and then sent them skylark­ 
ing thro ugh the pipe. 
As a st>o ctacle it 
was fine, hut the heat fro m the po wder 
burned o ff the chain, and the string 
was left at its starting po int. 
Then the 
yo unger fo reman tried. 
He lmd made a 
kite hav ing two strings, o ne o f which 
went thro ugh a pulley attached near tin* 
kite, which had a small iro n weight 
fastened to its upper end, the intentio n 1 
being to fly the kite until it was direct- | 
ly o v er the smo kestack, and then lo wer 
the weight do wn into the interio r. 
The kite wo rked beautifully until it 
was time fo r it to be useful, when it 
turned a so mersault, tangling itself in 
the pulley tackle, and 
th e who le thing 
cairn* to grief. Then the carpenter began 
to talk. 
He, to o , remembered bo yish 
pastimes and 
b eliev ed they co uld lie 
turned to acco unt. 
His idea was to as 
(•end the cable to wer, DO feet distant 
and 1 3 0 feet high, and fro m this po si 
tio n thro w into the smo kestack a weight 
tied to e string. The wind was blo wing 
a gale, o ut this did no t disco urage the 
man, and he, with the two fo remen, as­ 
cended the to wer fo r perfo rmance No . ¡1. 
To thro w a two po und weight f as t e n ­ 
ed to a string was no easy matter, and 
it was exceedingly diilicult to keep a 
fo o tho ld o n the to wer. After three trials, 
ho wev er, the weight fell as planned, 
sav e that the string bro ke. 
Later the 
carpenter tried again, easting tin weight 
fo ur times befo re it entered the stack. 
When the rigging to ho ist the painter 
was in o rder, there was a call fo r v o l­ 
unteers, hut o nly o ne man respo nded. 
He was the sho v el engineer, Will Sny­ 
der, fro m Chicago , 
lie has had an ex­ 
perience in wo rk in high places, fo r 
Whenev er the steel cable, 140 feet abo v e 
the gro und, needs tarring Snyder gets a 
paint jwit, swings himself astride the 
framewo rk o f the trav eler and paints 
the cable as the trav eler go es back and 
fo rth o n its regular business. 
Sev eral o f the men emplo yed at the 
cement wo rks seem to be bo rn acro bats, 
and they wo rk fur up in the air as easily 
as o n the gro und, so that when repairs 
are needed o n the to wers 
o r 
cables 
and co o l, lev el headed men must be had 
there has nev er been any necessity to go 
o utside o f the regular fo rce.— N ew Yo rk

The subject o f tuberculo us meat is 
o ne o f the greatest impo rtance to the 
co mmunity at large in v i *w o f the fact, 
which has 
Ik*« n s 'io ntifieally demo n­ 
strated, that it is po ssible fo r that dis­ 
ease to he pro pagated by the co nsump­ 
tio n o f meat so tainted. 
| 
Vario us pro jects hav e fro m tim e to 
time been suggested fo r the treatment 
o f meat to make i* harmless to the co m ­ 
m unity at large. The safest plan is, o f 
co urse, the destructio n o f such diseased 
meat. 
A famo us German scientist has, ho w ­ 
ev er, pro po sed that 
tuberculo us meat 
sho uld he div ided into at least two 
classes, and o nly that deeply im preg­ 
nated with tio germs o f disease sho uld 
be co ndemned abso lutely and irrev o ca­ 
bly to o n matio n by the sanitary autho r­ 
ities. 
No w, 
ho wev er, a pro po sal has 
been made, based o n mo re accurate o b­ 
serv atio n, that the diseased meat sho uld 
no t be thro wn away at all, but sho uld 
be po tt( d. 
This o peratio n is to be pt rfo rirn d at a 
v ery high tempera tun* and under steam 
pressure, which wo uld haw 
the effect 
o f <•« mpleteiy killing these hardy germs. 
In this way much meat which wo uld be 
wasted can be n nden d ill fo r human 
fo o d, and it may be taken with impu­ 
nity. 
St Lit in n *n f w ill no do ubt declare 
against the use o f diseased meat in spite 
o f tin assurance o f science.— Pearso n s 
Weekly.

any o f the larger o f these places when 
so me peo ple do no t make desperate ef­ 
fo rts to fo rm a line till by themselv es 
and wo rk against the o ne which had 
been fo rmed befo re they came.

o f the same class who refuse to keep to 
the right, and when they co me thro ugh 
a sw ing do o r o n the left side and re­ 
ceiv e a bump hardly appreciate the ser 
nio n co ntained in the few wo rds w hich 
the o ther man utters: “ Serv es yo u right!

O ueo f the mo st v aluable and interest­ 
ing pieces o f furniture in Philadelphia is 
o wned l» y Dr. Ro land G.-Curtin and has 
a place o f ho no r in his o ffice, at 22 {So uth 
Eighteenth 
street. 
It. 
is 
Benjamin 
Franklin’s desk, the v ery o ne he used 
fo r 20 o r mo re years, and at which he 
did mo st o f his writing, and ii* which 
he kept mo st o f his papers. 
It is big and bro ad, w ith a flat to p 
and two tiers o f amide English o ak 
drawers and two drawers in the middle. 
There are two fro nts, making bo th sides 
alike. 
The wo o d is the finest so lid m a­ 
ho gany, 
the 
brasswo rk is handmade 
and the desk was ev idently intended to 
last to r generatio ns. 
A great stack o f 
letters and o ld newspaper clippings tell 
the sto ry o f the desk. 
After the death o f Dr. Franklin it 
came into the po ssessio n o f tin* w ell 
kno wn Philadelphia exchange bro kers. 
One letter is v ery curio us. 
It is fro m 
Rev . Edwin To wn, to who se uncle it 
was bequeathed by Mr. Whelm. 
That 
letter is to William Bradfo rd, a member 
o f co uncils in 
IB 5 7, a Her the desk was 
placed ill Independence hull and attract­ 
ed great attentio n. 
In it, after explo d­ 
ing the theo ry that Dr. Franklin and 
Mr. 
Whelm had priv ate transactio ns 
which led to the po ssessio n o f the desk, 
Mr. To wn says: “ I shall co ntinue to be­ 
liev e, as I hav e fo r the last 40 years, 
that the desk was abso lutely the pro per­ 
ty o f Dr. Franklin and that Mr. Whelen, 
Sr., came into po ssessio n o f it either be­ 
fo re the do cto r’s death o r so o n after, 
when a part o f his effects were dispo sed 
o f, including the o ld di sk, which J o seph 
Carr, fo rmerly o f 
Bartram’s garden, 
the errand bo y o f Dr. Franklin at the 
time o l lus death (179 0), is po sitiv e he 
remembers as o ccupying a place in the 
chamber o n tin* right o f the entrance 
hull o f tjn* do cto r’s mansio n, which 
sto o d at that day o n tin* gro und no w o c­ 
cupied by Franklin place.” 
Dr. Curtin go t the desk fro m o ne o f 
the present members o f tin* To wn fam ­ 
ily.
